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1, The following industrial enterprises were located in Kharkov: 


a. Aircraft Plant No. kXl was located at the end of Sumskaya ulitaa, 

near its junction with Belgorodskoye shosse. The designation of the 

plant was No. 135 until 1953 or 195^- The plant extended over an 

irregularly- shaped area^ possihly one hy two kilometers, which whs 

enclosed hy a tall^ stone wall topped hy several rows of harhed wire 

and guarded hy military personnel. The plant was operated in .three 

shifts. Among the site’s numerous one-to four- story structwea was 

a one- story building with a basement, approximately 100 hy 200 

meters and with an entrance on Belgorodskoye shosse. This building 

housed a cold-storage installation with cooling chambers, in some of 

which the temperatwe could he reduced to IJO degrees below zero.

d. A chemical works was located at the end of prospekt Lenina in the direction of 
the Pavlovka quarter. It employed about 1,000 workers in three shifts, M 
addition to liquids and gases, the plant produced a type of spirit which ra^d 
cover the walls of a glass container with a milky opaque film difficult to^ 
remove. Most of the workers wore respirators, 

e. A plant for mining machinery components was located in the Shatilovka quarter 
of Kharkov. The plant occupied an area of about two square kilometers, 
enclosed by a stone wall, and was operated in three shifts, 

f. A factory for ceramic products destined for local building enterprises was 
located at the end of Klochkov skaya ulitsa in the Pavlovka quartfr* 

g. The KIP /instrumen;^ factory on ulitsa Darvina produced measuring instruments 
reportedly destined for the armed forces. Bntry to the factory was by permit oi>iy. 


2. following military installations were located in Kharkov: 


a. frontier Guard officers’ school, on Belgorodskoye shosse at the corner of bul. 

I Baydukova, about three kilometers from Aircraft Plant No. 4ll. The school con- 

I sisted of 12 to 15 two^and three- story buildings. 

I b. On a hill behind the ’’Summer Residence," a triangular piece of woodland extending 
over several square kilometers had been fenced in and marked Closed Zone -

! d^ Military barracks were located on the left side of Belgorodskoye shosse, about 
I four kilometers past Aircraft Plant No. 4ll on the way to the Frontier Guarrf 

j officers* school. The installation was reportedly occupied by two antiaircraft 

I artillery regti^ants, and antiaircraft guns covered with tarpaulins had been , 

I observed moving toward the barracks. 

j c. An aviation school for the training of Junior pilot officers occupied three 
four^ story buildings on Sumskaya ulitsa. 

I f. A military hospital, housed in l6 structures of various sizes with a large garden, 
was located on Barakhnaya ulitsa. Enclosed by a barbed wire f fence and guarded bjr 
I soldiers, the institution admitted military personnel only, 

j g. The city military commissariat and civilian warehouses for foodstuffs were 
* located on Khtsarskaya ulitsa.

i 3. The follovingc.schools and institutes were in Kharkov: 

i a, Air Force Institute, in five or six buildings opposite the IVontier Guard 
I officers’ school on Belgorodskoye shosse. The students included many Air 

Fbrce officers. 
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’b. Mechnlkov Bacteriological Institute, in tvp thrae«^itory buildings on Belgorodskoye 
shosse, about one kilometer from the frontier Guard officers* school. 

c. Medical Institute and Central City Hospital, in .geven six-story buildings 
^dress not available). The hospital Included large laboratories. 

d. Kharkov University, a 12-Qr llf-story building on ploshchad Daerahinakogo 

I -whose construction was complete in 1958 . / 

e. Polytechnlcal Institute, a five^story building on ulltsa Glrshmana; several' 
departments, laboratories, and llorkahops offthe Institute were housed in a 

! six- story building on ulitsa Yumova.

i f. Railroad Institute, a three- story building on Basseynaya ulltsa. 

g. Veterinary Institute, a large building at the corner of Radnarkomskaya 
and Sumskaya ulitsy, 

k. The following institutions, services, and thea-t^rs were located in Kharkov: 

a. Broadcasting station, in a two- story brick building enclosed by a tall, stone 

' -wall, on Belgorodskoye shoeee about one and one^phalf kilometers from Plant No. kll. 

i A high antenna tower was next to the station.

b. Broadcasting station, in a two- story building on Sumskaya ulltsa t (One of the 
broadcasting installations was possible a relay station.) 

c. Central Committee of the Ukrainian Communist Party, in the "Snmmer Residence^” 

a two- story building set in a fine garden and enclosed by a tall, stone wall, on 
Belgorodskoye shosse about four kilometers from the Itontier Guard officers* school. 

d. District and city police headquarters, at the corner of ulltsy Dsershlnskogp 
and Basseynaya. Police stores and a club were located on ulltsa Pushkina, 

e. District and city KGB offices, in a six-story building at the corner of ulltsy 
Yhshklna and Darvlna. 

' f. City Party Committee, in a five- story building at the corner of ulltsy 
Saerzhinskogo and Ivanova. 

g. Sovnarkhoz and Gosprom offices, in a l4-story building on ploshchad Dzerzhinskogo.

h. Central post office, telephone exchange, and telegraph office, in a six- story 
building at the corner of ulltsy Chernysheva and Ivanova. 


i. State Bai5k branch, in a three-story building on Suspkaya ulitsa. 

j. Prison, in several rather tall buildings at the end of Krasnoarmeyskaya ulitsa. 

k. Kharkov Hotel, a six- story building on ploshchad Dzerzhinskogb; this was the 

city’s largest hotel. * 

l. Shevchenko Theater, a two- story building at the corner of Sumskaya ulitsa and 
Teatralnaya ploshchad. 


m. lysenko Opera, on the square between Proletarskaya and Sumskaya ulltsy.
